war— to use the roads, railways and ports of Palestine for the 
movement of armed forces and the carriage of fuel and supplies.” 
A country whose facilities are thus placed at the disposal of 
a particular Power during a war cannot expect to be regarded as 
neutral by the country with which it is engaged. Whether. 
however, Palestine should be subjected to this disability is another 
question. There is certainly a great deal to be said against the 
anomalousness of a system which forbids her to decide for 
herself whether or not she should be drawn into Britain's wars, 
but refuses her the special economic advantages to be obtained 
from the British connection.

ity virtue of the discretionary law voted in Is8sl by the Kumanian 
Chambers and intended to be applied to vagrauts who have no home 
and do no work, I, towether with nine other Jews, have been exiled 
without a statement of the motives which prompted the Government 
to adopt this measure. As this case may be considered typical, 
lf apply to you, Mr. Editor, to allow space to my present expostula 
tion. Lam the more iuduced to make this request because there are 
hundreds of thousands to whom the most primitive rights are denied, 
whilst the most oppressive duties are imposed upon them, ‘They are 
aliens in their native land; they are outiawed as regards their 
subsistence,” {writes Dr. Gaster in the NEUB FREIE PRESSE of 
November 10th 
Dr. GASTER then gives an interesting account of his pursuits as a student 
and as a scholar. He continues: *' There has been thrust into the 
world a reproach against me and ny companions in sorrow that we 
were too much engaged with the Jewish question. For the moment 
{ will leave out of view the discussion of the question whether it be a 
crime to sympathise with heavily oppressed coreligionists. My 
sympathy for them was limited to a concentration of efforts for 
placing them on a higher intellectual level, for educating them, for 
giving them Rumanian culture, and thereby to endow them with 
self-reliance and a sense of their own worth. . . . That in 
i883 I served my time as a military man docs not, according to the 
conecption of the Government, alter my character as an alien... . 
{ left my native country without ill-feeling. 1 shall not cease to love 
itassuch. The profoundest grief resulting from my expulsion arises 
from the fact that the country so dear to me is being injured in its 
interests by the unfortunate measures of the blind Government, and 
is being lowered in the estimation of foreign countries.”

I do not say that all this renders our own 
uation any more tolerable. I only mention it as proof that there 
not something in Judaism which makes it specially vulnerable to 
odern ideas and tendencies. Secondly, we have to remember that 
-erand over again, in Jewish as in non-Jewish history, religion 
us appeared to be a lost cause, and men have wrung their hands 
in despair. Jewish religious belief was under pressure even in 
‘s earliest days—even during the wanderings in the Wilderness. 
the episode of the golden calf was a major retreat from fundamental 
Jewish teaching. Subsequent history—see the Kings and the 
'rophets—is a repetition of the same exhibitions of wholesale 
“uisloyalty. Oaly a few were left; at one period, who had not 
- bowed the knee to Baal,” and in later days Ezra had to teach the 
people the very rudiments of their faith. It is the same with other 
creeds. The anti-God era in Russia to-day had its forerunner in 
the Age of Reason in France. Wesleyanism was an uprising against 
veligious decay. In fact, Dr. Inge tells us that the nymber of 
really religious people is never large, and is never likely to be 
large.” He quotes Aldous Huxley's words: “ The religions of 
‘esus, of Gautama, of Lao-T'se, have never appealed to more than 
« few Christians, Buddhists, Taoists.”’ 


Y ®t, in spite of all, the spirit of Religion has never been utterly 

quenched. The spiritual instinct does survive in men, how: 
‘ver many rearguard actions it may have to survive in order that 
‘6 may fight again in more hopeful conditions. The mere fact 
that “substitutes for religion,’ to use Dr. Inge’s phrase, bave to 
be found—Patriotism, Progress and so forth—shows that deep down 


in human nature there is a hunger for something more than the 


material things of life and a self-centred outlook on existence. Of 
course, even these spiritual “substitutes'’ may be perverted. 
Patriotism may be degraded to State idolatry, or hostility to all 
other States, or race worship. Progress may be interpreted 
a8 sheer materialism, and so on. Nevertheless, the existence 
Of such a thing as a passion for moral progress does testify 
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to the existence of spiritual instincts in our make-up. 
May not the truth be that the abolition of God, so far as it succeeds, 
leaves an aching void which many among us labourto fill? The 
theory that this world is all, that we are abandoned to our own 
quarrels, littlenesses and miseries, that there is no Greater Power 
to which we can look as an Exemplar and for help, and that the 
painful groping towards the light may end only in thicker darkness 
this, | hold, is a depressing, nay’devastating doctrine to many 
asensitive soul. And I believe that the spiritual factor in men will 
never finally and irrevocably accept it. That is the thing we have 
to remember before we weakly throw down our arms in the battle 
for religion. 
Ik. survival of the religious sentiment. however, is one thing ; 
the survival of the particular rites of any religion is another. 
One may believe in one God, without worshipping Him with the 
rites and according to the practices of any one faith. Even that would 
bea gainin these days: but it would not give us the whole Judaism 
of traditiom That such adevelopment is possible, however, it seems 
hard to doubt. tt could be averted only by intensive education 
and a sustained effort to revive the love of old traditions. Attach- 
ment tothe past is, | believe, embedded deep in the heart of many 
Jewish indifferentists, and, with effective appeal, it would not, 
perhaps, be impossible to bring it into the open and stir it into 
active life. There is another aspect, however. of the problem of 
religious decay. What many people object to is not religion, but 
what, m the jargon of the day, is called organised religion. 
Their quarrel is with, the Churches, the Synagogues, the 


Ministers, the set pravers, and so forth. They see in 
these institutions only excrescences on religion, growths 
not. essential to religious life, and perhaps even posi 
tively injurions to it. Even Dr. Inge, with that candid way 


of his, confesses that when he was Dean of St. Paul's he found it 
easier to pray in his bedroom or study than in the Cathedrai. 
Perhaps there are Jews who find it casier to worship in their 
own homes than in the sometimes. distracting or unsatisfying 
Svuagogue. There is something to be said for the opponents of 
organised religion. After all, what is religion, in essence, but 
the direct communion of the individual soul with God? The 
individual's prayers may gain in fervone if mingled with the 
prayers of others in a place of worship. But | can imagine some 
natures in which this would not be so—imen and women who prefer 
to pour out their soul alone and who would be the sincerer and 
happier for such solitude. Surely a man can be avery good Jew 
even if he rarely or never enters a Synagogue, never seeks 
the preacher's ministrations, never hears the Chazan's nightingale 
notes, and prays from the bottom of his own heart instead of from 
a prescribed Prayer Book? He could keep the Sabbath and the 
laws of Kashrut, abstain from Chometz during Passover, fas! 
on the Day of Atonement, and remain staunchly obedient to those 
ethical principles of Judaism which some Synagogue-goers 
habitually flout. And if this be true, the decay of the Synagogue as 
an institution need not necessarily be fatal to Judaism. Unfor- 
tunately, its empty benches do not always mean that those who 
should occupy them are good Jews praying piously at home. ‘They 
spell not so much dislike of organised religion as weakened attach 
ment to the creed or practice of Judaism. Will it ever revive and 
assert its old place again in Jewish life? Will it save itself and, 
in so doing, save Judaism too? I cannot say. | am neither a 
Prophet nor the son of a Prophet!

EMIGRATION TO ITALY 


Jews May Take Part of Their Money 
NEW RESTRICTION ON TRANSFER OF GOODS 


The ReicHsANZEIGER, the official gazette, publishes new regulations 
; the transfer of Jewish capital to Italy. Under them, German Jews 
ho emigrate to Italy are now permitted to take. with them 30.000 
wks in cash, provided that they agree to take this sum in Reich. 
ank cheques made out im Itahan liras. This exception is explained 
the fact that, owimg to the present Italo-Abyssiman War, Gerinany 
not realise the large lira credits she has in Italian banks, the value 
which 1s decreasing as the lira weakens.’ Nor 1s Germany able to 
« sufi@ent Itahan goods m the ordinary course of trade to utilise 
these credits. Hence she is willing to consume these credits by 
vchanging Jewish capital in Germany for Itahan lira and getting 
rom the Jews the full value of the lira on the gold basis. 

Jews accepting the offer to exchange frozen capital in Germans 
lira in Italy stand to lose approximately forty cent. by the 
ransaction, since the actual value of the lira is much less than tts 
old value. They cannot transfer them capital in the form of lira trom 
italy to other countries to which they might desire to enugrate because 

the exchange regulations prohibiting the export of curreney from 
italy. 

There is, nevertheless, no doubt that many Jews will avail them- 
elves’ of the opportunity for transferring capital from Germany to 
italy through this Reichsbank arrangement, provided they can secure 
permission to settle permanently im Italy. 

The new regulations further prevent any cnugrant taking out of the 
country any goods valued at over 1,000 marks. They do not apparently 
itfect the Palestine transfer agreement under which the Jews can take 
irom Germany goods to the value of 50,000 marks, for they definitely 
provide that “exceptions can be made by the Government in certain 
USCS, 

The regulations aim at eliminating the weak spots m the exchange 
ordinances, the official gazette explims, and to make these ordinances 
tuore complete, especially in the provisions dealing with the export 
ol goods from the country. by those wishing to settle in other lands. 

The regulations also prohibit the introduetion into Germany ot 
German currency obtained abroad, which has hitherto been permitted. 

The German Curreney Office followed up this decree with a pub- 
lished warning that the property in Gennany of anvone Violating it 
wil be confiscated if the guilty person is beyond the reach of the 
nuthorities. The warning definitely states that thus punishment wil! 
“pply also to those who try to send goods abroad belore they emigrate, 
with the intention of leaving the country later.

Georg Kareski, President of the Revisionist Party in Germany and 
inemnber of the Executive of the Berlin Jewish Conununity, has been 
appointed by the German Government as the Reichspresident of the 
Federation of Jewish Cultural Societies, which is in charge of the 
entire cultural life of the Jews in Germany. The appomtment was 
inade by Hans Hinkel, Commissioner for Jewish Cultural Affairs, and it 
tinakes Herr Kareski the virtual director of all Jewish cultural activities 
in the Reich. 

The appointment empowers him “to decide upon the entire 
cultural work conducted by the Kulturbund and its aftihated organisa- 
tions,” including the working out of programmes of Jewish theatrical 
performances, lectures, ete. 

The appointment was made in spite of the opposition of a number 
of Jewish leaders in Germany. Recently, Herr Kareski attracted 
attention with a proposal that at least 25,000 Jews should leave 


Germany each vear, because there is no future for them in the Reich. 
[t is understood that he owes his appomtment largely to the face that 
unlike his predecessor, Dr. Singer, who only retains the direction of the 
Art Section of the Federation of Jewish Cultural Leagues. he ws in 
favour of a large emigration of Jews from Germany. Much surprise 
his been evineed in Jewish ecireles at the appointment, for tierr 
Kareskt is successtul busines who not known to Possess any 
conspreuous abihty im the cultural field. It will be remembered that

Details of Rumoured Sale 


STR“ICHER LOUGHT OUT 


Furthes cle tauils ol the all ved newotintions tor tin sale of the 
STUERMER appear in the PRaGErR Presse. The purchaser, it is stated, 
is Herr Winkler, Chairman of the German Ne wspaper Publishers’ 
Association, who wall equine the STUERMER and later incorporate it 
in the official Nazi Eher Publishing Company. Herr Winkler is thus 
merely a “man of straw.” It is planned to print the SrvERMER in 
Berlin. The purchase price is given at about two-and-a-half million 
tuarks, of which one half will go to Streicher and the other half to Herr 
Leibel, the Mayor of Nuremberg, who is part owner of the STUERMER. 
The paper is to preserve its “ racial ” character, but without excessively 

radical ~~ tendencies. It. is }? unted out that the SruermMer has for 
some time been a loprt ing a more moderate tone, as a result of official 
orders, as witness the quet dropping of its correspondence column, 
which had served as a useful channel for Nazi blackmail. The Pracer 
Presse adds that the STUERMER cases so prowunently displayed in 
Naz Germany are to be removed—until after the Olympic Games. 

The loss of the STUERMER, eoupied with the fact that Streiecher's 
other paper, the pseudo-medical VoLKsersuNpuHetr (Popular Health) 
has already ceased to appear would represent a serrous diminution 
of Streiwher's influence and might be the prelude to an even more 
complete overshadowing. 


“JEWISH HALF-CASTES” 
New Marriage Regulations 


In the “ Furst Decree for the Ad:munstration of the Law for the 
Protection of German Blood and German Honour, Septernber 15th, 
1935, there are provisions that “Jewish halt-castes” (Mischlm@qe) with 
only one Jewish grandparent may marry “Arvans,” and “ Jewish 
half-castes ” with two Jewish grandparents may marry “Aryans” 1f 
they obtain ministerial permission.

GHETTO RESTAURANT FOR HANOVER? 
Court Postpones Decision 


The opening of the first Jewish “ Ghetto restaurant ” in Germany 
has been postponed by the Municipal Court of Hanover. The licence 
had been issued to a local Jew by the Mayor and approved by the 
Pohce President because “Jews are not desired in other restaurants.” 
The heence Was granted dn the condition that “the restaurant is to 
serve Jews only ” and.that entrance was prohibited to “Arvans.” 

The association of restaurateurs in Hanover objected to the 
lieence for competitive reasons, and brought an action on the basis 
of the law prolubiting the opening of new enterprises by Jews. 

The court postponed its decision for three months. It declared 
that in principle there is no objection to the opening of “ Ghetto 
restaurants,” but the verdict must await the publication of the details 
of the Nuremberg laws regarding Jews in commerce.

One of the chief reasons for the aggressive campaign by Christians 
ts not only the fact that they regard the persecution of the Jews as 
thoroughly opposed to Christian ideals, but they have come to realise 
that this persecution is related to the interdiction of the German 
Evangelical Churches as part of a menacing pagan movement which 
strikes at the root of Christianity. American religious leaders are not 
to be duped. They realise the broader implications of this campaign 
against the Jews. They appreciate the fact that the battle is in reality 
that of Christianity against paganism and no group is more cognisant 
of this fact than the Catholics. : 

As a result, a spirit of fellowship among Protestants, Catholics and 
Jews is developing in this country, a sort of united struggle against 
common enemies.

The Catholic, 
Protestant and daily Press is unreservedly opposed to Hitler, and the 
Catholics and Protestants are growing more bitter each day. Christian 
leaders are exposing every move made by the Nazis, either against the 
German Churches or against the Jews. rota nah 

Jewish organisations, happily, have been remaining in the back- 
cround during this time and have allowed Christian groups to advance 
the campaign. Christian leaders realise that this is the most intelll- 
gent and most effective policy, and even those Jewish groups that are 
usually aggressive have had the good sense to concede that this policy 
is the best for all concerned.

Experts Committee's Proposals 


Special Department for German Refugees 


oe 


The Committee of Experts has now completed its report on the 
future handling of the problem of refugees by the League. The 
report will be published at the end of December or during January. 

The Jewish Telegraphic Ageney states that the Committee of 
Experts bas alternatively proposed either the establishment of an 
autonomous section for German refugees atta hed to the Nansen 
Office, the future President of the Nansen Office to be simu! 
faneously the High Commissioner for German Refugees, or .an 
entirely separate office dealing solely with the problem of (serman 
refugees and having its own High Commissioner. Four of the Com 
missioners voted in favour of this alternative course to be pursued by 
the League, but the fifth, the Italian member of the C‘ommittee, 
Senator De Micheles, voted against this proposal, demanding that 
the problem of the refugees should be left to private philanthropic 
organisations, and that no new permanent League of Nations bureaux 
he created, 


Interim Measures 


\s the final decision with regard to the proposal of the Com 
niittee of Experts rests with the Assembly of the League of Natious, 
which will not meet before September, 1936, the Committee proposes 
that from January to September a provisional office with a separate 
High Canimissioner for German Refugees should be appointed. The 
High Commissioner is to deal with all the current problems of 
German refugees till September, with the technical assistance of 
the League of Nations Secretariat. 

The report of the Committee of Experts gives a detailed account 
of the Jewish position in Germany, and stresses the necessity for 
finally regulating and liquidating the transfer problems of Jewish 
refugees. 

he report lays particular emphasis on the need for providing 
a legal status for German refugees, and considers the question of 
their naturalisation in countries where they are settled, and the 
necessity for a better co-ordination of the efforts of private organisa 
tions. It further emphasises the need for increased funds, but does 
not state who is to provide them, 


Danzig Laws’’ Unconstitutional 


International Court's Ruling 

\n advisory opinion that certain decree laws of the Nazi 
(f;overnment of Danzig violate stipulations of the Constitution of 
the Free City with regard to the rights of individuals, has been 
delivered to the League Council by the Permanent Court of Inter- 
national] Justice at the Hague. The laws in question provide that 
®% person may be punished if he deserves punishment according to 
" healthy public opinion,’ although no particular penal law applies 
to his “ crime.” 

It should be noted that the charge of “ hurting the feelings of 
the Danzig population sympathising with the German Empire” 
was specifically raised in connection with a recent ban on the 
Jewish DANZIGER Ecno. Since then, the DANZIGER Ecno has again 
been confiscated, this time for publishing on its front page the 
debate at the Church Assembly in London and the resolution 
condemning the N»zi treatment of the Jews

They had just 
started their work: their School was just. one year old, and her report 
could not assume a background of assured anc understood school 
tradition. They had, of course, the age-long tradition of Israel, but 
they had yet to put that into practice in the manner of the English 


Secondary Schools’ ideals. At first, the Gurls’ School was not separate . 


from the bovs. All were under one roof at. Avigdor House. They 
started with fifteen girls between eleven and thirteen years of age, and 
with onlv two classes. The nuwnber steadily increased, three more 
classes were organised, and accommodation Wis stramed. It was 
thus with considerable relief that they entered into possession 0! 
separate premises in May of this year. They had two divisions in the 
School, Preparatory and Senior, with several classes in each division. 
Both had made satisfactory progress and kept up to the standard 
of elementary and secondary schools respectively, 

Three plays were performed by the pupils, and it was announced 
that the Chairman had enddwWed a prize, to be knowr@as the Rose 
Freedman Memorial Prize, which will be awarded every yer.

Qn Sunday cvening, the Brixton Synagoguc Ladies’ Guild held their 
Annual Ball at the Synagogue Memorial Ilall, Brixton. The proceeds will 
be devoted to the naming of a bed in the Jewish Home of Rest. The Hall 
was filled to capacity. Mr. and Mrs. M. Joseph acted as Host and 
Hostess, and Mr. Neville Cowan was responsible for the successful 
tombola., 

Mrs. L. Cowan who thanked the Host and Hostess aud those who had 
given them support, spoke of the Ladics’ Guild work, Mr. Joseph, in 
welcoming the guests, specially mentioned Mrs. David Cope and Mr. 
Neville Cowan. It had been decided, he fsaid, to name the bed that 
they were endowing after the late Rabbi Mishcon. 

Mr. Edgar Israel said that the Community was too prone to overlook 
the good work done by people while they were still with them, and he 
cited as examples Rabbi Mishcon and the late Mr. Victor Herrmann. On 
behalf of the Brixton Synagogue and the Ladies’ Guild, he presented te 
Mr. and Mrs. David Cope in appreciation of their splendid efforts, a 
writing-stand, suitably inscribed. Mr. A. Goldstcin and Mr. Landy also 
paid tribute to Mr. and Mrs. Cope. 

Mr. David Cope, while warmly thanking them for the presentation, 
ventured to suggest that the money pve ndel on it would have been 
more suitably employed had it been given to the Rabbi Mishcon Memorial 
fund. Speaking of this fand he said he was disgusted to think that it 


was being looked upon as a charity. The perpetuation of the name of one 


who had done so much for the Community was not a charity but a com- 
nmunal duty. There had been very little response to appeals for this 
fund. People were all too apt to think that it was only Brixton’s affair, 

Mr. Moss Deyong conducted an auction and raised nearly £130, 

Mrs. B. Rose, Hon. Secretary of the Ladies’ Guild, presented Mrs, 
Cowan, who has been connected with the Guild for twenty-nine years, 
with a Life Governorship of the London Jewish Hospital, 

Mr. Cope told a JEWISH CHRONICLE representative that he was very 
disappointed that comparatively little had so far been donated towards 
the £1,500 required for the Rabbi Mishcon Memorial. He would like to 
inform those who have not yet subscribed that the list is “still very 
much open,” and those who have already given that it would be deeply 
appreciated if they should care to increase their donations. 

Mr. ** Issy ” Isaacs, who has presented 10,000 toy balloons to hospitals 
and institutions, gave a further thousandto the Guild for distribution to 
hospitals.

CORRESPONDENCE IN THE NATIONAL NEWSAGENT 

_ A letter appeared in a recent issue of the NATIONAL NEWSAGENT 
‘eploring & practice, which has grown up recently, of inserting anti- 
Jewish pamphlets in newspapers already delivered in letter boxes. The 
r orrespondent, Mr. C. J. Salisbury, states that he has one such leaflet, 
‘ritten by *' E, Collinson, Lieut., late East Yorkshire Regt. and R.¥.C.” 
«nd printed in Germany by Falken-Verlag, Hamburg, and circulated 
through the “ Fichte Association,” 30, Jungfernstieg, Hamburg. 

The letter goes on to point out the dangers of such practices in view 
of the agreement with the Newspaper Proprietors’ Association on the 
subject of leaflets in newspapers, and stating that newsagents will be 
held responsible for such breach of the agreement, The letter further 
‘leclares that considerable custom is being lost on this account, particularly 
in Jewish quarters.

Gifts of Portraits and Engravings 


A section of the Jewish Musewn that is constantly being enriched 
by gifts from its many friends is its collection of portraits and 
engravings. Many of these have been described from time to time 
in the columns of Tue Jewrsn Curonicie, whilst the publication by 
a member of the Committee of the Museum of an exhaustive survey 
of recently engraved Anglo-Jewish portraits has been hailed with 
interest and satisfaction. It is to be hoped that the gifts recorded 
below will encourage others of a sunilar nature. 

From the late Mrs. Julia Heiser has come a rare engraving, pub- 
lished in 1827, of the Rev. Myer Levy, Chazan of the New Synagogue, 
as a young man. Executed by Polack, it is of particular interest, 
hecause the same year saw the publication of an engraving of the 
same Chazan as an older man, by another Jewish artist, 8. Cohen. 
This was reproduced in Tae Jewish Cnuronicre of December 28th,

rather than face the penalties of sedition,

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Inaugurating the Jubilee Forest 
High Commissioner to Plant King's Tree 


World Broadcast of Cer:mony 


Final preparations have been made for the ceremony of 

‘nougurating the King George V. Jubilee Forest on the Nazareth 
hills next Thursday. The forest will be composed principally of 
jerusalem and Aleppo pines and cypresses, and will be the largest in 
Palestine. It is planned eventually to comprise half to one million 
trees. 
\n outstanding feature of the inaugural ceremony will be the 
planting of the cypress specially selected and presented by the 
hing from the Great Park at Windsor. The High Commissioner. 
sir Arthur Wauchope, who is Honorary President of the Palestine 
lanting Committee of the Forest, will plant the trees on a prominent 
site of the Forest area, 

Immediately following this, will be a lunch at the Nabalal 
School, near the site of the Forest. The speeches delivered will be 
broadcast by the British Broadcasting Corporation on the Empire 
and British wave lengths. The B.B.C. are co-operating with the 
vost and Telegraphic Department of the Palestine Government 
ond also of the Egyptian authorities. : 

The High Commissioner will speak first. Then Mr. Robert 
*. Solomon, President of the Jewish National Fund for Great 
Hritain and Ireland, and Treasurer of the King George V Jubilee 
Forest, will, on behalf of the Forest Committee, hand over the task 
of planting the Forest to the Jewish National Fund. Mr. M. M. 
ssishkin, President of the World Jewish National Fund, wil! accept 
the task and his reply in Hebrew will be the first Hebrew broadcast 
from Palestine. Dr. Weizmann will then welcome the inauguration 
of the Forest as a tribute to His Majesty. 

Mr. Robert B. Solomon will be the guest of the High 
‘ ommissioner during his stay in Palestine. 

It is now certain that the Jubilee Forest will be a tribute from 
Jewry of the whole Empire, for the Forest Committee now learns 
that Australian Jewry has undertaken to plant 10,000 trees and 
Canadian Jewry will plant a similar number. 

In Great Britain alone £18,000 bas been raised to date for the 
planting of the King’s Forest, and an appeal for the Forest in many 
Communities in London and the Provinces is now being undertaken. 


Zionist Executive Defends Haavarah 


The Zionist Executive issued a statement on Tuesday concerning 
the “misleading publicity campaign” against the transfer agree- 
ment. The statement declares that the transfer agreement is the 
sole way of bringing into Palestine a maximum of German Jewish 
capital. 

Germany, the Executive alleges, does not profit from the 
transaction, becanse the capital paid for the German goods does not 
return to Germany. The Zionist Executive, it is stated, is now 
closely supervising the transfer deals through its own representa- 
tives on the Board and Council of the Haavarab, according to the 
decision of the Lucerne Congress.

The Tel-Aviv Elections 
STATE OF THE PARTIES 
MR. DIZENGOFF TO STAND 
[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM | 

One of the outstanding features of the elections to the Tel-Aviv 
Municipal Council, which will take place this Sunday, 1s the large 
number of candidates who have been nominated by the various 
political parties and professional associations. Over a hundred 
nominees have been chosen to contest the polls for the fifteen seats 
available on the Council, and the electioneering campaign, which has 
been in full swing for the past fortnight, promises some lively scenes 
at the actual balloting. 

It is, perhaps, true to the traditions which the Jewish city is now 
creatung—that of a sound business growth—that professional organisa- 
tions should want to be represented on the civic administration. The 
artisans, retailers and shopkeepers, smai] manufacturers, tenants, land- 
lords and other associations all want to have their say in the methods 
by which the city is to be conducted. | 

The political parties, such as the Labour and Revisionist factions, 
have their candidates. The former are led by Mr. Joseph Aaronowitz, 
General Manager of the Workers’ Bank, and by Mr Zabatsky’. leader 
of the present Labour Opposition in the Council. Others in the lists 
include Dr. Glickson, editor of Haaretz, and Dr. Felix Rosenblueth, 
who represents the German Settlers’ Association. ce 

Tel-Aviv may claim to be unique in the sphere of municipal 
representation, in that the voters may be of foreign nationalities. A 
voter must be twenty-one years or over, pay a minumunm rate of 
10s. a year to the Municipality, and be of sound mind, in order to 
vote in Tel-Aviv. Candidates have to be over twenty-five years. This 
franchise applies exclusively to Tel-Aviv, and in other cities the voters 
must be of Palestinian nationality to be eligible. 


The Dizengoff Party | 
It is, therefore, not surprising that Mr. Nathan D. Kaplan, head of 
the Palestine*Trust Company, an investment concern, and a former cor- 
poration lawyer in Chicago, has decided to stand for election. He will 
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support Mr. Meir Dizengoff, the septuagenarian Mayor, who has decided 
to withdraw his previous refusal to contest the polls. The other 
candidate on the list (a minimum of three candidates is required by 
law for every party) is Mr. Moshe Chelouche, one of the first settlers 
in the city, who is a prominent business man and Honorary Belgian 
Consul, 

Mr. Dizengoff has yielded to the persuasions of his many friends 
in agreeing to stand again. His new decision is not entirely to the 
taste of the Labour Party, which, in putting up fifteen candidates 
fone was later rejected), wishes to sweep the polls. 

A surprising outcome of the split between the Mayor and the 
Vice-Mayor, Mr. Isaac Rokach, who heads the Centre Party list, is 
that the former has now agreed to give his “surpluses” (i.e., the excess 
number of votes not required by his party for their election; part of 
the system of proportional representation) to the Centre Party. 

The Histadruth and the Hapoel Hamizrachi have also made an 
arrangement about “surplus” votes, and the same method will be 
pursued by other parties of aligned interests. 

The eity has been divided into sixteen polling zones, for the 
henetit of electors who may find it difficult to attend a central polling 
station. There are over 25,000 voters. 


Increasing Trade With Germany 
IMPORTS AND EXPORTS FOR SIX MONTHS 
UNFAVOURABLE BALANCE INCREASED 


A Vewish Telegraphic Agency report gives the following figures 
of trade done between Palestine and Germany during the first six 
months of this year, as compared with the same period last year. The 
are : 

Imports from Germany into Palestine 1935 £1,082,000. 1934 £859,000. 
Exports to Germany ) ... 1935 £248,000. 1934 £593,000. 

These figures show that during the period concerned, exports 
of Palestine goods to Germany dropped by £345,000, while imports of 
Gennan goods into Palestine increased by £223,000, 


Questions in Parliament 


IMMIGRATION OF GERMAN JEWS 
COLONIAL SECRETARY'S STATEMENT 

An important announcement was made in the House of Commons 
on Tuesday, when Sir E. Graham-Little asked Mr, J. H. Thomas, 
the Colonial Secretary, whether, in view of the increasing persecution 
of Jews in Germany, steps would be taken immediately to increase the 
Jewish quota of immigration into Palestine and to give the benefit 
of such an increase to Jews constrained to leave Germany on account 
of the economic and social boycott enforced against them for racial 
reasons alone, 

Mr. Thomas replied: As regards immigrants coming to take up 
employment in Palestine, 500 of the 1,000 immigration certificates 
recently issued to the Jewish Agency for Palestine as advance on 
account of the current half-yearly labour schedule will be allocated to 
German Jews. The Palestine Government is, I understand, mspecting 
the possibility of further facilities for the entry of German Jewish 
iunmigrants of other categories. It will be, however, much appreciated 
that the amount of immigration at any time into Palestine must be 
determined by the High Commissioner in relation to the econonie 
absorptive capacity of the country. 


The titicit Arms Traffic 


Mr. Wepewoop (Labour, Newecastle-under-Lyme) asked the 
Colonial Secretary whether he was aware that two armed bands of 
Arabs had been murdering English and Jewish police in Palestine ; 
and whether he would eall for an inquiry as to how they got their 
rifles and how far other Arabs had been able to obtain arms. 

Mr. THomas wrote in reply that the question no doubt referred 
to the gang of Arab bandits rounded up by the police at Jenin on 
the 20th Nov. He regretted that in the encounter Constable 
R. C. V. Mott was killed. He had not yet received from the High 
Commissioner confirmation of a Press report that the gang was also 
connected with the recent murder of a Jewish Sergeant of Police. 

The Palestine authorities were fully alive to the mmportance of 
following up every evidence of the illicit traffic in arms by any section 
of the Community, and he felt sure that there was no need for him 
to suggest any special enquiry,

THE ICA’S FLAGRANT SECTIONALISM 

The astonishing action of the representative. of the Ica in defying 

other Jewish orgamisations at Geneva, in connection with the 
Cerman-Jewish refugees, has produced a painful impression in all 
Jowish quarters.

\mong other things, it was generally recognised that, excepting for a 
onall minority, 1t was unpossible to transplant the refugees pow scattered 
in different countries across the sea, and that attempts must therefore be 
made by the League to secure permission for them to stay where they 
now are, and to enable them to earn a livelihood in these countries. But 
the representative of the Ica,- Mr. Ourigre, hail the temerity to dis- 
regard this generally accepted conclusion, and took it upon himself to 
present. the opposite view. - Whither these unfortunate refugees are, 
in his opinion, to be transported, is not known. The one thing that 
cmerges, however, is that, as a result of his defiant attitude, the position 
of many thousands of unfortunate Jewish refugees in different countries 
has been endangered. The representative of the ‘‘rich old aunt,’’ as the 
lea ius sometimes called, took it upon himself to speak on behalf oft people 
whose very existence is involved, totally disregarding the considered 
opmmon of all Jewish organisations. 

The protest against the conduct of the Ica will certainly become 
more general when all the facts about the happenings in Geneva are 
divulged ;.for in reliable quarters it is reported that the Ica represen- 
tative had originally consented not to appear separately before the 
Expert Commission but to join the spokesmen*of the other Jewish 
orgamsations. But while the latter were waiting to be joined by the 
ventleman of the Tea, they were shocked to learn, according to the 
report, that he was presenting his views on his own. 


SOVIET RUSSIA AND THE JEWISH CALENDAR 


Despite all protests, the ban on Hebrew books in Seviet Russia 
continues. Even Jewish calendars are excluded from the land of 
“hberty.” 

The editor of the Toa recalls that when he was in Russia some years 
ago, many Jews implored him to send them Hebrew books. These requests 
were later repeated in letters. He despatched one lot, but they were 
returned by the frontier officials. Now, he wntes, there are no longer 
requests for books, but the letter he received from a correspondent 1s 
rather characteristic. All he wants is a Jewish calendar for the current 
vear. Writes the correspondent: ‘“‘How can I know exactly when I 
have Jahrzeit or when a Jewish holiday happens to fall, when I have no 
Jewish calendar where I can look up a date? I have tried to get a 
Jewish calendar all these years, but in vain. They are not being printed 
in the Soviet Union, and to obtain one from abroad is next to impossible, 
Maybe you could get a small Luach for me, which you could fold up 
hetween the pages of a letter or, better still, in three or four separate 
envelopes, so that no one may suspect the contents? If you could do 
that, you would give me and a great many of my friends here peace 
of mind by removing the horrible possibility of celebrating Yom Tov on 
an ordinary weekday.’’ It is painful, the editor of the ToG reflects, to 
think that three million Jews are bereft of the possibility of continuing 
the threads of Jewish tradition. There was a tiine—not so long ago— 
when these three million Jews represented the greatest reservoir of Jewish 
learning since the days of the great academies in Babylonia. Scholars 
have sprung up from among them, poets, seers and saints. Now a Jew 
in Russia must write to a Jew in the United States to help him find 
out on what day Pesach falls, or Rosh Hashana or Yom Kippur! We 
have heard of the Talmud having been burned at the stake in the 
Middle Ages; we have heard of Jewish books having been banned in the 
autocracies of modern times; but this is the first time that a great State 
has banned the Jewish calendar. 

The writer concludes by inquiring the purpose of this absurd 
rigidity on the part of the Soviet authorities. Does the exclusion of 
the Jewish calendar from Russia add to the strength of the U.S.5.R.?

An interesting story is fold of the 
Charles the Great, who once at Narbonne thougcht an approa hinge 


vessel was Jewish, until closer view showed it- to be a Norman ship. This 
hoary indicates that there must have been distinctive Jewish ships on thie 
cas at that time. The Jews were among the best chartographers ot the 
period, - and in the thirteenth century, a Jewish school ot chartographers on 
the Island of Majorca seems to have prepared sea charts for the use ot 
sailors. The discovery of America was due to a gredt extent to ther charts 
and soentific instruments. 

In the sixteeenth and seventeenth centuries, Jewish seamen tollowed 
them calling in Hambure. Amsterdam, Gluckstadt and Emden. In modern 
times, there have been some noted Jewish sailors. There 1s no doubt that 
lews accompanied Colombus and Vasco da Gama and Albuquerque on their 
Voyages of discovery. It is well known that Luis de Torres, who sailed with 
‘‘olumbus, was the first to set foot unon the soil of the New World, Captain 
Binger discovered the bend of the Niger River: and Captain boa traversed 
the whole of South Africa, losing his life as a result.

Few business concerns are without an undercurrent of vrievances,”’ 
is a& phrase mentioned in ‘* The Human Factor ’’--the annual report 
ot the National Institute of Industral Psychology. ‘* Yet few complaints 
reach the ears of the manageinent; and those that do are apt to be 
‘ismuissed as uniunportant, so trivial do most of them seem.’’ To track 
down such gnevances and various unfounded rumours has been one of 
the Institute’s many activities during the period under review. Informa- 
tion for the purpose has been mainly obtained, with the consent of the 
employers, by direct contidential contact between the workpeople and 
expert psychologists, With such discretion have these interviews been 
onducted that the investiwators themselves remained ignorant even of the 
names of those who visited them. CGnmevances in industrial concerns may 
often be traced to wrong methods emplayed by the managerial staff, and 
the interviews have demonstrated ** how bitterly employees resent any 
treatment which they regard as harsh or unjust.’’ Embodied in the 
report is an urgent appeal for funds to enable the Institute to proceed 
with its programme of research work.

“Duet by Accident” 
Exciting Two-Part Play at the “Q”

For a while, neither he nor she will tell 
each other the truth of their respective circumstances. Suspicion on 
one side and fear on the other leads to her shooting him, actually only 
crazing his arm, but for the moment creating in her the hornble belet 
that she has murdered him; and, subsequently, to his suffering a similar 
horrible experience when he thinks he has strangled her. In the end, she 
persuades him, after he learns that huis financial crash has materialised, 
to abandon his suicide plan and go out with her into the world, the two 
of them taking a sporting chance of escape and a fresh start. 

One is compelled to admire the ingenuity with which Miss Thorson, 
who herself plays the part of the girl, has contrived to keep the interest 
unflagging with this slender story. But, naturally, there are times when 
we feel that there is a threadbare patch in the events, when happenings 
which should be strongly determined by the imdividualities of the two 
characters are thinly darned into the texture of the piece. Miss Thomson 
should bear in mind that as we are asked to pay attention for three 
nets to just two individuals, these two must be essentially vital and, 
therefore, interesting characters, however true to ordinary hfe they may 
he. She has avoided very admirably the laboured process of dragging 
in chunks of their past, but has not taken other steps to give body to 
their individualities. Mr. Henry Oscar's production 1s effective, though 
perhaps he has allowed Arthur Wontner, who in many respects gives 
a Splendid periormance as the financier, to work up tension at the very 
beamnning of the play too ligh, so that we are left in a httle while 
uneasy at the relaxation which the entry of the girl produces. He should 
nggest despair rather than a fever of nervous taseibility. The outbursts 
should trail off in weariness, instead of concluding in smoking rage, like 
a Volcano after heaving a few thousand tons of lava off its chest 


“The L'mping Man” 
THRILLER REVIVAL AT THE PHOENIX 


It is not many years since Mr. Will Scott's thriller was success 
fully presented in the West End, and hence textually there is not 
the shghtest trace of “dating” in this revival at the Phoenix Theatre. 
And yet the pattern of the play is so true to type of what the thrillet 
in its hey-day had to be, when the late Edgar Wallace had raised 
this form of entertainment to a pinnacle of success, that by reason of 
its very form one ts conscious that “The Limping Man” belongs not 
to 1935. All the same, this hectically complicated yarn, with its crook 
butler and reflection of Chicago gang warfare and its setting in “the 
Monk’s Room at Tinker’s Revel, Kent,” is seasonable fare and suitable 
excitement for the mid-winter nights. 

If John Stuart, in the principal part, tends to be a trifle wooden in 
all the thnilng happenings, it is the fault of the part rather than the 
actor. Arthur Hardy has a chance to indulge every mannerism as a 
retrred Harley Street specialist whose powers of diagnosis in medicine, 
one hopes, had been more successful than his skill as a voluntary detec- 
tive. D. A. Clarke-Smith revels in the part of a super-egotist, and 
Clayton Greene is so sinister a butler that it would have been sheer cruelt,s 
to have acquitted him of blame in the end. S. Victor Stanley. as a 
man from ‘“‘the Yard,’’ gives, in addition to a believable version of 
official enterprise, an amusing cockney sketch. 


Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde 
OLD TIME THRILLER AT HAMMERSMITH: 


After seeing Arthur Phillips in this stage adaptation of Stevenson's 
classic story, one wonders why he did not earlier in his season at the 
Lyric, Hammersmith, attack drama of this kind instead of “mucking 
about” with Shakespeare. For Mr. Phillips’ version of the weird victim 
of dual personality is as suitable and as acceptably colourful as his 
Shakespearean excursions were inept. This dramatised version of the 
tale is old fashioned in the right way. We feel that the actors enjoy 
making our flesh creep, and we enjoy both their enjoyment and our 
own abandoned reactions to the thrills. 

Here is no attempt to adapt a first-rate yarn to modern discoveries in 
psychology. Mr. Phillips and his players give us the grim and lund 
happenings with no sickly striving after subtlety where nicety is obviously 
uncalled for. Even the stilted speech and bearing of the doctor’s house- 
hold is a help and fits the action as an antimacassar a Victorian 
drawing-room. We revel in the villainies of Hyde as much as we enjoy 
the elegance of Jekyll. Rosemary Scott, as the unfortunate Rebecca who 
finds herself shut up with Hyde in one of his most maniacal moods, gives 
a very good performance indeed, Lawrence Hanray is admirable as Poole, 
and George Skillan does well as Jekyll’s fellow medico. If Mr. Phillips 
will go on giving us full-blooded old stuff like this and keep well away 


from the profundities he ought to reap a rich harvest of popularity in his 
gallant enterprise down Hammersmith way.
